Robert Barker and His Career—How the 


Idea Flint Occurred to Him—Edinburgh 
Fainted as a Be£lnner—A Rival Claim- 
ant—The Panorama of Joan of Arc. 
Robert Barker is generally credited 


with being tho first painter of panoramas 
as we know them today. lie was born 
in Edinburgh, where he lived for sixty 
years during the last century. Originally 
he made his living by painting portraits, 
and it is said of him that the first notion 
of a picture that would tako in tho entire 
scene visible from a certain point on 
avery side occurred to him when he was 
sitting on the top of Carlton hill in 
Scotland's capital. 
Ho went home and 


began painting on a cylindrical surface a 
picture of the town as it appears to any- 
body viewing it from that famous emi- 
nence, which would include Arthur's 
aeat, the Castle Rock and t'.je distant 
Firth of Forth. 


sra JOSHUA CONVINCED. 


His first picture was on paper pasted 


jn to linen, lie came to London with it, 
and invoked the patronage of Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, who'declared the plan of such 
a picture so impracticable that ho would 
willingly, ho said, get out of his bed at 
night time to inspect the work of art if 
it could bo produced. When Barker did 
actually surmount all difficulties and 
opened his panoramic exhibition in 
Castle street, Leicester square, skeptical 
Sir Joshua was as good, or almost as 
good, as his promise. Ho sallied forth 
ona morning in his slippers from his 
breakfast table to see the marvel, and, 
having received ocular demonstration 
that a panorama was a possibility, gen- 
erously congratulated the artist on his 
success. 


The first picture was painted in a cir- 


cle, the diameter of which was twenly- 
fh-e feet, but afterwards Barker became 
more ambitious. Ho had succeeded with 
Edinburgh, why should ho not try Lon- 
don? This ho at once set to work doing, 
and ho produced a picture taken from 
an elevated position in the old Albion 
mills, near Bluckfriars' bridge. By dint 
of "pegging away," and with tho assist- 
ance of one or two kindly and wealthy 
patrons, such ab Lord Elcho, Barker had 
contrived to snatch pecuniary success 
out of the jaws of apparent failure, and 
five years after he arm «1 in London, in 
1793, he took the lease of a piece of 
ground in Cranhourn street and erected 
thereon a large building simply and 
solely for the purpose of exhibiting his 
panoramas there. A joint stock company 
helped him to find funds for this build- 
ing, whcro he had three rooms, in tho 
largest of which tho diameter of tho pic- 
ture was ninety feet, and the chief open- 
ing attraction was a representation of 
a review of the fleet at Spithead. This 
succeeded so well that the inventive Bar- 
ker bought up the shares in his own com- 
pany and became solo proprietor. 


From this time onward the Leiceters 


square panorama was one of the lions of 
London, and its inventor having made a 
thoroughly good thing out of it, and 
having pleased and improved the minds 
of countless spectators, died in tho year 
1800, leaving his profitaMo occupation to 
his son, Henry Aston Barker, "who kept 
on tho business still, resigned," or not as 
tho case might be, "unto tho heavenly 
will." At all events Barker tho younger 
was a conscientious panoramist, for ho 
journeyed all over Europe in his search 
for "subjects." Ho "panoramod" Malta 
and Elba, and in tlio course of his visit 
to tho latter place interviewed the gre.ii 
Napoleon. Ho illustrated Nelson's most 
famous sea fights, and ho went to Con 
stantinople and Waterloo to mako draw- 
ings of each.

From Waterloo ho journeyed on to 


Paris, which the allied troops wero then 
occupying, in order to obtain perfectly 
correct accounts of the dispositions of 
the forces from the actual leaders in tho 
fight 
As no inventor is ever allowed to 


bo tho first in the field, it may bo well, 
in the interests of historical accuracy, tc 
say that Robert Barker's f.ime is troubled 
by a rival discoverer of panoramas, one 
Professor Breisig, of Danzig; but it is 
acknowledged that Barker was the first 
actually to paint and exhibit a panoram- 
ic picture on a large scale. 


Tho latest deielopment of the pano 


ramie art is to be seen, along with other 
wonders, at Paris. Patriotism has in 
spired somo enterprising Gaul with tin 
very happy thought of seizing the oppor 
tunity for interesting his countrymen 
and women and tho whole world in th< 
story of Joan of Arc. Ho has according 
ly had painted and is exhibiting a colos 
sal and beautiful panorama of tho life ot 
tho llaid of Orleans in several scenes. 
Realism is, of course, to tho fore, and 
during the battle scenes before Orleans 
tho peal of trumpets is heard, while tho 
painting of tho groups of figures in the 
coronation scene at Rhelms and in other 
episodes is said to be marvelously life- 
like. This panorama, if it does nothing 
else, affords an agreeable way of learn- 
ing tho chief facts in the life of a great 
historical character. 


Many people will wish that they could 


learn all their history in the same easy 
fashion. To have well painted tableaux 
pass in succession before one, each de- 
picting a famous scene in a great drama 
of actual life, is not a contemptible aid 
to education. If there is any lecturing 
to be done tho lecturer's remarks aro lis- 
tened to with far more patience when the 
eye has all the time before it tho actual 
scene of which mention is being made. 
Even a humorist like Artemus Ward 
found that his comio addresses "went" 
much better when aided by a panorama, 
in which a comic moon that tried to rise 
and got stuck half way up the sky added 
to the total effect.—London Telegraph.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 12.—An attempt 


to run a steamer from Somers Point to 
Atlantic City ynstorday had to he aban- 
donee! on account of the storm.

reached the main land yesterday and re- 
ported that place in very bad shape. 
Tho sea walls had been destroyed and 
fifteen houses washed away, including 
tlio Nowland, Star 
and 
Shakespsore 


hotels. The Excursion House and Surf 
House may be destroyed to-night. Tho 
Continental—the largest hotel there—is 
safe. No lives have been lost, 


A dispatch received last night from At- 


lantic City via Alseoom, N. J., gives the 
following particulars of the storm: The 
wind reached a velocity of over sixty-two 
mllos an hour. Tho sea beat twenty feet 
high above the Inlot. There was great 
alarm among the visitors and residents. 


A woman holding a child in L jr arms 


was lifted up by the wind and thrown 
into tlio water near Howard pier. Mr. 
Walter Field, a photographer, jumped In 
and rescued the woman and child. 


Tlio people living in houses beyond 


Baltic avenue and the thoroughfare had 
to be taken from second-story windows 
bv men who went out for that purpose. 
These people are mostly negroes and are 
very poor. Many of their humble dwell- 
ings are ruined. 


St. Monica's Roman Catholic Church at 


Chelsea was badly damaged. 


The schooners R. R. Leeds and Rebec- 


ca M. have been lost. A number of 
yachts were wrecked at their moorings. 
Among the elegant pleasure yachts sunk 
or driven to sea are the Oodfrey, Volun - 
teor, Neptune, Cornet, Tillie, Covert and 
Minerva. 


The fire early Wednesday morning was 


caused by a tin roof being blown off on 
some electric-light wires.

Ashore In a Disabled Condition.

posed to be the William R. Grace, from 
Philadelphia, is ashore on the Point of 
Capes. Her masts are cut away, and 
it is impossible for a boat to reach her. 


The Cave-In at Poke Hollow. 


WILKEIIBARRE, Pa., Sept. 12.—The big 


cave-in at No. 0 colliery, Poke Hollow, is 
worse than was first reported. The dis- 
aster is the greatest that has occurred in 
the coal regions for years. 
In some 


places the earth has gone down over 
twenty feet. The loss to tlio mine-owners 
will exceed $100,000. Luckily, there were 
no dwellings on the tract. The cave-in 
affects about thirty acres of mining prop- 
erty belonging to the Delaware & Hud- 
son Company. About fifteen hundred 
men and boys will be thrown out of work, 
as it will take many months to put the 
mines iu working condition. 


Twenty-five men were at work iu the 


mine wben the crash came, but all of 
thorn managed to escape in safety. The 
bottom ba^ fallen out of a number of 
cellars in tho neighborhood, and a farm- 
house near by has partially toppled over.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—Tfie retention, 


removal and resignation of Commission- 
er of Pensions Tanner were subjects of 
protracted conferences at the Executive 
Mansion yesterday between the Presi- 
dout and most of his Cabinet officers. 
Informal conferences were held daring 
the day between Secretaries Noble and 
Tracy; but the formal Cabinet meeting 
to discuss the matter did not convene 
until nearly 4 p. m. and lasted until about 
six o'clock. Secretary Noble was with 
the President as early as two o'clock, 
lie brought with him the report of 
the committee which has investigated 
re-rating in the Pension-office during 
Commissioner Tanner'a administration, 
presumably to be used as an argument 
for 
the securing the Commissioner's 


vacation of the office. 


The members of the Cabinet are ex- 


tremely reticent about what happened at 
tho meeting. The President, however, 
authorized a rep: esentatlve of the United 
Press to state that "Commissioner Tan 
nor had not been removed, and that he 
liacl not asked for the Commisaioner's 
resignation." 


Commissioner Tanner declined to talk 


about the imbroglio, further than to say 
that he had not been suspended, and had 
not resigned. 
Efforts are undoubtedly 


being made to induoe the Commissioner 
to mslgu by offering him another equally 
lucrative and honorable position; but 
whether he will yield to such persuasion 
is not knowu, and further conferences 
and more time is needed to settle tho 
matter.

Through a Mistake Two Citizens 


Fire at Each Other. 


At an early boar this morning on Prai- 


rie Avenue, near the corner of College 
street, occurred a sensational incident, 
which might have resulted in the tragic 
death of two men or serious injury to 
both.

As he ran tlie stranger fired two 
or three shots at him, at the same time 
blowing the whistle of a policeman. As 
quick as a flash the identity ot the stran- 
ger was disclosed by the woistle to Black 
and he turned unhurt to have a chat 
with the man who had engaged with him 
in the involuntary duel.
